The Salvage of the“ Morgan City.” 
|The Abe Chronicle of 16th September says ; 
Information reaches us that the divers who 
have been at work on the Morgan City at [nno- 
shima for some days past, have succeeded in 
recovering the whole of the mail, some two 
hundred bags in all, which has been sent to* 
Kobe for transmission to Manila. The clothes 
of the crew anda quantity of provisions have 
also been sived.) A thorough examination of 
the vessel has been tnade, and the result wired 
to the owners and underwriters, operations now 
being suspended until instructions are received, 
The examination disgloses that there isa hole 
in the bow of the vessel about uvelve feet in 
extent, and that it is propable three 
either side will have to be replaced. The vessel 
apparently struck the rocks quite high up, as

She put 
back to Yokohama on Sunday last, under. what 
might be called most distressing circumstances, 
When about 820 miles from Yokohama fire was 
discoveved in the second compartment. The 
captain and officers tried to keep the matter 
Secret from the passengers, s0,a8 not to cause 
excitement among the latter, But os the 
smouldering fire assumed dangerous propor- 
tions, in spite of the utmost cfforts to quench 
it, the pnssengers became acquainted with the 
serious state’ of affairs, , The steamer was then 
turned round and heqded for Yokohama at full | 
speed, The iron partitions separating the cam- 
paciment in question from the rest were red- 
otand emitted tremendous heat. Great con- 
fusion and excitement’ existed on board the 
steamer, all the passengers uniting int the con- 
demnation .of the management. The -mail 
matter alone was saved. and wag practically 
untouched, All the cargo, ‘including tea, etc., 
of which there were about 1,200 tons, is 
supposed to be more or less, damaged.. The 
passengers on disembarking at Yokohama, made 
serious charges against the Company. The 
latter offered. to compromise the matter by re- 
funding the expenses incurred by the passen- 
gers. It is stated, with what justice ‘we do 
not: know, that the captain and the European 
officers of the steamer ascribe the fire to causes 
other than the fire in: the port coal bunkers, 
Competent authorities, however, condemn this 
theory and think that the coal on’ fire was 
reaponsible for the accident, which, under less 
fortuitous circumstances might: have. ended in 
dire cathmity, Pending an official investigation ‘ 
it4s premature to offeran opinion, one way or

Buddhism: in Japan 
forms the theme of.an interesting. article in the 
Jtji (as translated by the 
Throughout the country the Buddhist temples- 
are ina poor state of repair; tiles are wantin 
an the roufs ; the sacred images of Buddha ne 
his disciples are exposed to wind and rain. and, 
the ravages‘of vermin. .On.the days set apart, 
for special. observances the priests: represent 
both preacher and congregation. In the pres. 
restoration days the temples had their inherited 
followers whose offerinys‘of rice and money 
served (a support the ‘upkeep of the buildings 
$0 maintain the priests, Just’ prior to the 
Restoration Japan had a population of some 
thirty millions, all of whom, though attached to 
various sects, were Buddhists. During the past. 
thirty years this population has increased by 
some (en millions and, had’ the priests pursued 
their ancient methods, the ranks-of Buddhists 
would have been strengthenedaccordingly. Ever 
since the inauguration of the restoration era,, 
however, peaple have been turning aside from 
the ancient faith. Some have been converted. 
to Christimity ; others have become Shintoists. 
To judge from'the daily newspapers, the end 
of Buddhism in Japan is, not only inevitable, 
but eagerly awaited. To the decay of religious 
_belicf must be atributed the enormous increase 
of crime throughout the land—the murderers; 
and suicides, the frauds, committed even among 
nearest relatives, Many, people attribute the 
waning influence of Buddhisin to the immorality 
of the pricsts,. but the /77/ thinks that the 
fovernment can hardly be exonerated froma 
share of the responsibility..
